ber to build tig ht board fences on either 
side of the bouse 3 }% feet hig h the whole 
distance around the globe. 
Besides all 
this there would be shing les enoug h for 
a good portion of the house, and theii, 
if the m ig hty builder of such a globe 
g irdling house wranted to fit it. up a lit­ 
tle more neatly, there would be a large 
supply of laths, and, 
1 suppose, 
the 
plasterers could furnish him 
enough 
stucco and lim e 
Or if he wanted to construct a roof 
shelter for all the people on the globe 
our m ig hty builder could accommodate 
them all, allow ing to each man, woman 
and child a clear space of tw o square 
feet in w hich to stand, and still have 
room 
left over for 
500,000,000 men 
w ith the same room m which to stand. 
And, to look at it in still another way, 
this same builder would have m aterial 
to construct a bicycle path of pine, a lit­ 
tle over tw o f<et wide, from the earth 
to the moon, for there would he nearly 
8 00,000 m iles of board a foot w ide and 
an inch thick. In saw’ing this lumber up 
into the required length and thickness 
there was a great wTaste m saw dust— so 
great, 
indeed, 
that the sawdust pile 
would stand 
112 feet high on a city 
square and 500 feet square at the base, 
and tins is saying nothing about the 
vast amount of pieces of slabs which 
are split up into kindling s 
This enormous quantity of lumber 
represents merely the output of two 
forests— one in the northwestern part of 
the state of Wisconsin, and the other in 
the northern part of the state of M inne­ 
sota, and at the rati« the logs are being 
cut up there w ill not be a piece of pine 
forest standing m all this vast region at 
the end of ten years unless som ething is 
done by the government to put a step
